To Premier Rutliui's Note, Demanding 
the Punishment of the New 
Orleans Murderers. 



The Marquis Imperiali's lietter 
the Secretary of State Ileiieat- 
inff the demand. 



Wahiiikiiton, D. C. April 15. — Secretary 
of State Blaine's reply to Premier Rudini's 
last official utterance respecting the Italian 
incident, was completed and handed to the 
Marquis Imperiali yesterday. The Marquis 
Imperiuli's note, which includes tho Rudini 
dispatch and Secretary Blaine's reply, were 
all given to the press to-night. The oorres 
pondeuto reads as follows : 

Washington, D. C, 

April 2nd, 1891. 
" Mr. Secretary of Slate, — 

" I have to acknowledge the receipt of 
the note wh ch your excellency did 
me the honor to address to me 
on the 1st inst. , in reply to that 
whereby Baron Fava informed you 
of his departure on leave. 1 have laid the 
contents of your Excellency's aforesaid note 
before the government of the King and his 
excellency the president of the council. His 
Majesty's minister for foreign affairs has 
jusl directod mo to address the following 
communication to you : "The government 
of the King of Ituly has asked nothing be- 
yond the prompt institution of judicial pro- 
ceedings through the regular channels. It 
would have b ton absurd to claim the pun- 
ishment of the guilty parties without tho 
warrant of a regular judgment. The Italian 
government now repeat* tho saute demand. 
Not until the Federal government shall 
have explicitly declared that the aforesaid 
proceedings shall be promptly bo^un, can 
the diplomatic incident bs considered as 
closed." 

Meanwhile, his majesty's government 
takes note of the declaration whereby the 
federal government iccognizea that an in- 
demnity is due to the families of the victims 
in virtue of the treaty in force between the 
two countries. 1 have therefore tho honor 
to bring the foregoing to the knowledge of 
your excellency, mid 1 will avail myself ol 
this occasion to offer you, Mr. Secretary of 
Sute, the assurances of my highest and 
most respectful consideration.

BLA INK'S REPLY. 

Washington, D. C, April 15. 

The Marquis Imperiali, Charge d'Affaires, 
Sir: 

I have the honor to acknowledge tho re- 
ceipt of your note dated Thursday, April 
2, 1891. It contains a second telegram 
from the Marquis lin 1 ,'^.*-..; - n t of which 1 
here quote: ''The government of the King 
of It.dy has naked nothing beyond the 
prompt institution of judicial proceedings 
through the regular channels. It would 
have been absurd to claim the punishment 
of the guilty parties without the warrant 
of a regular judgment. The Italian govern- 
ment now repeats the same demand Not 
until tin- federal government shall have ex- 
plicitly declared that the aforesaid pro- 
ceedings shall bo promptly begun can the 
diplomatic inc dent Ue considered as 
closed." The government certainly had no 
desire whatever to change the meaning of 
the Matqui-1 Rudini's telegram of March 
24th. It v,a< deliver. (1 at the state de- 
p^rtmenl by Baron Fava in per.-on, written 
in his own hand, and in the English lan- 
gmge. The following is tho full text of 
the telegram: 

ROME, March 24, 1891. 
To /lie Italian Minister, Washington, D. C. : 
Our re [uests to the Federal Government 
are very simple. Some Italian subjects, 
acquitted by American magistrates, have 
been murdered in piison while under the 
immediate protection of the authorities. 
Our right therefore to demand and obtain 
the punishment of the murderer* anil an in- 
demnity for the victims is unquestionable. 
1 wish to add that the public opinion, in 
Italy is justly impatient, and if provisions 
v.c 



is duo the families of the victims in virtue 
of tho treaty in force between tho two 
countries. What I did say was in answer 
to Baron Fava's assertion that tho United 
States government refused to take this de- 
mand for indemnity into consideration. I 
quote my reply: " The Uniied States, so 
far from refusing, Iris distinctly recognized 
the principle of indemnity to those Italian 
subjects who may have been wronged by a 
violation of the right* asavred to them under 
the treat;/ with the United Stales concluded 
February 36th, 1871." 

The Marquis Rudini may be assured tha f . 
the United Slates would recompense every 
Italian subject who might " bo wronged by 
the violation of a treaty " to which the faith 
of the United States is . pledged. But 
this aH-.uruiii e leaves unsettled the 
important question whether the trea- 
ty has been violated. Upon this 
point the President, with sufficient facts 
placed before him, has taken full time for 
di cision. He now directs that certain con- 
siderations on the general subject be sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the Italian gov- 
ernment. As a precedent of great value to 
the case under discussion, the President re- 
calls the conclusion maintained by Mr. 
Webster, in 1851, when he wus Secretary 
of State under President Fillmore. In Au- 
gust of that year a mob in New Orleans de- 
mo iahed ihe building in which the office of 
the Spanish consul was located, and at the 
same time attacks were made upon coffee 
houses nnd cigar stores kept by Spanish 
subjects. American citizens were involved 
in tne losses, which, in tho aggregate, were 
Urge The supposed cause of the 
moo was the intelligence of the execution of 
Gfiy young Americans in Havana, and the 
banishment to tho Spanish mines of nearly 
two hundred citizens of tlfe United States 
The victims were all members of the Abor- 
tive Lopez expedition. In consequence 
of these depredations of the mob upon the 
property of the Spanish consul, as well as 
against the Spanish subjects, Don Calderon 
deLa'Baroa, the minister for Spain, 'de- 
manded indemnification for all the losses 
both ollicial and personal. Mr. Webster 
admitted that the Spanish consul was en- 
titled to indemnity, and assured the Spa- 
nish minister that if the injured consul, 
Mr. La Bnrde, " shall return to his post, or 
any other consul for New 
Orleans shall be appointed by her 
Catholic Majesty's government, the 
officers of this government resident in that 
city will be instructed to receive and treat 
him with courtesy and with a national 
salute to the flag of his ship. If he shall 
arrive in a Spanish vessel, as a demonstra- 
tion of respect, they may signify to him and 
to his government the sense entertained by 
the government of the United States of the 
gross injustice done to his predecessor by a 
lawless mob, as well as the indignity and in- 
sult offered by it to a foreign state with 
which the United States is and wishes ever 
to remain on terms of the most respectful 
and pacific intercourse. But when pressed 
by the Spanish minister to afford 
indemnity to the Spanish subjects in- 
jured by the mob, in common with 
American citizens, Mr. Webster declined to 
accede to the demands, and gave his reasons 
as foliows : " This government supposes 
that the rights of the Spanish consul — a 
public officer residing hero under the pro- 
tection of the U. S. Government — are quite 
different from those of the Spanish subjects 
who have come into the country to mingle 
with our own citizens, and are here to pur- 
sue their private business ami objects. Tho 
former may claim special indemnity, the 
latter are entitled to such protection as is 
afforded our own citizens. Whit", there- 
fore, the loss's of individual pri- 
vate Spanish subjects are great- 
ly to be regretted, yet it is 
Understood that many American citizens 
Buffered equal loss from the same causes, 
aud tiie Spanish individual subjects of Her 
Catholic Majesty who came voluntary to re- 
ide in the United S'iit*s have certainly no 
auso of cumplaint if they are protected by 
lie sumo laws and the same ail ministration 
of law as native born citizens of the state in 
which they happen to be, inasmuch as they 
tie enabled until they become citizens to 
prosecute tor any injury done to their per- 
sons or property in the c un ts of the United 
S'ates or tho state courts at their own cle 
turns." 

It is proper, however, to add, that two

ncallins the ' nat, ' moua aota on 'ho P"rt of the Queen of 
' " Spain, (pardons bestowed on Americans 
who had unjustifiably invaded the island of 
Cuba), enacted a joint resolution, which 
was approved by Piesideut Fillmore, March 
.'f, 1853, the last day of his term, indemni- 
fying the Spanish Consul and other Spanish 
subjects for the lossessustjinedfromthoNew 
Orleans mob of 1851. The considerations 
upon which this reto ittion wus passed were 
held nut to cont; avone the original position 
of Mr. Webster, shared also by Presi- 
dent Fillmore. The light of judicial 
remedy which Mr. Webster assured to the 
Spanish subjects is likewise assured to the 
Italian subjects. The right is specially 
guaranteed in the second section of the 
third article of the constitution, and as Mr. 
Webster points out, the resident alien has a 
piivilege which is denied to the widows and 
chi dren of the citizens who lost their lives 
by mob violence. They may sue the ba- 
ilers and members of the mob only in the 

courts of the State of Louisiana, while the 
widows and children of the Italian subjects 
who suffered death have the right to sue 
eucll member of the mob, not only in the state 
com ts but also before the Federal tribunals 
lor the district ot Louisiana. Provision 
is made in the revised civil code of 
Lnuisana for redress of such grievances as 
the widows and children of tho victims o! 
the mob may plead. I quote article 2,31't : 
" Whoever caused damage to another, oh- 
liges him, by whose fault it happened, to 
n piir. The right of ibis action shall sur- 
vive in en 80 of death in favor of the minor 
children and the widow of the deceased, 
aint in default of these, in favor of tho sur- 
viving father or mother, or either of them, 
for the spa c of one. year ftom the deuthl" 
Article 2,416 i " Every person id n-spon' 
sihle for the damage occasioned, not merely 
by his act, but by his ncglig nee, 
his imprudence or his want of skid." 
Article 2,324 : Ho who causes another per- 
son lo do mi unlawful act, or assists or en- 
images in the c rniuisaion of it. is answer- 
able, with that, person, for the damage 
cans -d by such an act. Tho government of 
the United States would feel justitieM in 
rest inc on the argument and conclusion of 
Mr. Webster if Ihp mob of March 14, 1891, 
did not in some of its characteristics tliHer 
fiom the mob of 1851. But it is du<) to tho 
viiiro c in lor, due to the government and 
hie to fclw government of Italy, to point out 
set tain differences, of wh ch the govern- 
ment of the United Statcn is houoiably 



bound to take notice. In tho case of the 
mob of 1851, Mr. Webster avers that 
"no personal injury was offered to any 
one." That the police ami other legal 
authorities did all that wits possible to pre- 
serve the peace and at rest the rioters, and 
that the mob acted in the heat of blood and 
not in pursuance of iiny premeditated plan 
oi- purpose of injury nr in»u t ; that the mob 
was composed of irresponsible persons, the 
names ot none of whom are known to tin 
government of the Uniied States, nor so far 
as the government is informed, to its officers 
or agents in New Orleans. As promptly as 
possible after the lamentable occurrence at 
New Orleans, the President directed the 
Attorney Oeneral to cause, through his de- 
partment, a full investigation to bo made 
into all fiicts conncc ed therewith and 
solicited his opinion whether any 
criminal procedings would bo taken under 
the federal laws against the persons 
charged with the killing of the Ituliun sub- 
jects. Ho has not yet received the official 
report. If it be found that a prosecution 
can be maintained under the laws of the 
United States, the ease will bo presented to 
the next grand jury, according to the usual 
methods of criminal administration. But if 
it has been found, as seems probable, that 
criminal proceedings can only bo lakeu in 
the courts of Louisiana, the President can 
in this direction do no more than urge upon 
the state officers the duty of promptly 
bringing the offeudftfs.to trial. 

This was done in bis telegram 
to the Governor of Louisiana as early 
as the 15th of March. If it shall result 
that the case can be prosecuted only iu the 
state courts of Louisiana, and the usual 
judicial investigation and procedure under 
tho criminal law is not resorted to, it will 
then be the duty of the United States to 
consider whether some other form of redress 
may bo asked. It is understood that the 
grand jury is now investigating the affair, 
and while it is possible that tho jury may 
foil to present the indictments, the United 
States cannot assume that such will be the 
case. Tho United Slates did not by the 
treaty of Italy become the insuier of the 
lives or property of Italian subjects re- 
siding in our territory. No govern- 
ment is able, however high its civilization, 
however vigilant its police supervision, 
however severe its criminal code, and how- 
ever prompt and inflexible its criminal ad- 
ministration to secure its own citizens 
against violence committed by individual 
malice or by sudden popular tumult. The 
foreign resident must be content in such 
cases to share the same redress that is offer- 
ed by the law to the citizen, and has no just 
cause of complaint or riuht to nsk the inter- 
position of bis country, if the courts are 
equally op-n to him for the redress of his 
injuries. The treaty in the first, second, 
third, and notably in the twenty third 
articles, clearly limits the rights 
guaranteed to the citizens of the 
contracting powers in the territory 
of each to equal treatment and to 
free access to tho courts of justice. Foreign 
residents ure not made a fa voiod class. It 
is not believed that Italy would desire a 
more stringent construction of her duty, and 
the treatment, where injury is inflicted up- 
on foreign residents, is not the aot of a gov- 
ernment, or of its officers, but of an indi- 
vidual or mob. It is believed that no claim 
for indemnity can be jiHtiy made unless it 
shall bo made to appear tint the public 
authorities, charged with the peace of the 
community, have connived at the unlawful 
act, or, having timely notice of the threat- 
ened danger, have been guilty of gro s neg- 
ligence ot taking the necessary p ecautious.

to take any steps for the preservation of the 
public peace and afterwards to bring the 
guilty to trial, the President would under 
such circumstances feel that a case was jusl, 
and that it should be submitted lo the con- 
sideration of Congress i\ilh a view the 
relief ot the families of the Italian subjects 
who had lost their lives by lawless violence.

Roanoke, Va., April 15 — Tho presiden- 
tial train arrived here at 8:50 o'clock this 
morning. There wero no special incidents 
en route. Tho reception at Roanoke 
was most enthusiastic. The President 
shook hands with many hundreds of peo- 
ple from the rear platform, and in response 
to repeated demands, made a short speech. 

Knoxviu.e, Tenu., April 11.— The town 
of Radford, Va. , acknowledged the Presi- 
dent's visit this morning in a most cordial 
way. Many of the inhabitants were assem- 
bled at the station and cheered the Presi- 
dent heartily. He shook hands with ull 
within reach, and one excited individual 
started what he called a "Yankee shout," 
which was joined by everyone. All of the 
villages along the route wore a holiday ap- 
pearance. 

A vast crowd was massed at Bristol, uni 
a committee escorted the President to a 
high bluff, where he was introduced to the 
people by Judge Wood. The President 
made an address, referring to the pleasure 
and instruction during his trip through 
portions of Virginia. He referred to tuo 
developing industries, and lauded thu addi- 
tion of mechanics to agriculture. 

Britf speeches were made by Postmaster- 
General Wanamuker and Secretary Rusk. 
There was so much cheering for Mrs. Har- 
rison that she was compelled to come on the 
platfonn and bow her acknowledgment. 

At John-on City the party met with a 
royal reoepti in. There were about 3,1)00 
people, including many Grand Army men, 
gathered around a gaily-decorated slund in 
a public square, and the president's appear- 
ance was greeted with loud cheers, playing 
of bands and blowing of bteam whistles. 
The city was handsomely decorated. Re- 
prcseutative Taylor introduced the visitors 
to the people. The president addressed 
them bi iefly. 

At Joneshorough the President made a 
short address. 

Greeuville, Tenn., the home of Andrew 
Johnson, was specially cordial in its wel- 
come to the Pres'dent, a particular feature 
being the display of flags. 

At Morristown the President was again 
called to the platform, and responded 
briefly. An obi, grizzled veteran forced 
his way through the crowd and grasped the 
President's hand with the remark: "I'm 
one of those people win kept you back at 
Ohickatntiuga, and now the war is over I 
am proud to take your hand." The Presi- 
dent showed pleasure at these words, and 
held the soldier's hand for several minutes, 
the spectators meanwhile cheering them- 
selves hoarse. The presidential party 
'hen re-entered the cariage and started 
for the train, but had not gone far wiiuti 
the horses drawing the carriage containing 
Secretary Rusk and others took fright, and 
dashed into the President's carriage. There 
was great excitement for a moment, as both 
the President and Mrs. Harrison « ere seen 
to be in imminent danger. They managed, 
however, to get out. uninjured. The fright- 
ened horses were Anally controlled, hut not 
till they had wrecked Secretary Rusk's 
carriage. 

In the evening Colonel Sandford gave a 
reception in honor of the Presidential party, 
which was attended by nil tho prominent 
p ople of Knoxville. 

The residents of Knoxville turned out en 
ma-se this evening io d > honor lo the Presi- 
lont, A military Baluto was fired. A 
arriage drawn by four horses was placid at 
he disposal of the piriy, and they wero 
jhownthoprinolp.il points of interest. A 
ublie recaption was he d, and Colonel 
Henderson delivered an address of welcome, 
to which the President responded.

First Sesslm Of ilie Sixth Parliament. 

FIFTY-SECOND DAY. 
The Speaker took the chair ut two o'clock. 
After prayers by Rev. Mr. Dobus— 

COMPANIES INCORPORATION BILL. 

Mi:. Kki.ue, in moving tho second rend- 
ing of the Companies Incorporation Bill, 
eaid the ol ject was to muko it as easy for a 
railroad company to incorporate as for uny 
other kind c.f an a-snciation, and also lo 
save the tinie;of the (louse prolonged dis- 
cussions. His proposal would further tend 
to di-courago wild cat sclnmeB, 

Hon. Mh Robson euid it would be well 
for tlio bill to rcmuiii over for twelve 
months, In order that the idea mijjbt be 
considered and diecusaed by tlm public. 
The proposal was loo large a one to Lo care- 
fully considered during the lust duys of the 

HCKMOn. 

Mb, Kellib withdrew the bill on the 
understanding that it would he brought up 
early next session. 

The report of Committee on tin, Grave- 
yard Act was adoptrd and the bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

KICOLA, KASILOOrS AND SIMILKAMBEN BOAD. 

The House went into committee on the 
Hieola, Kum loops and Similkameeu Railroad 
Bill, Mr. McKtnzie in the ehair. 

Mh. Martin declared that, the object of 
the bill was to levy blackmail on the 
Is'icolu Valley Railroad Co., and did on bii d 
this company to build any road except 
over the section of country traversed by the 
Nicola Valley road. He moved in amend- 
ment that section 3 bo struck out and the 
following insetted: "The said Railway 
company, their agents and servants, shall 
have full power and authority to survey, lay 
out, construct, complete, lease, purchase 
and operate a single or double line of rail- 
way, of a gauge of four feet eight and one- 
half incl cs, horn a point at or near the 
■western extremity of Nicola Lake, wheie 
the terminus of the Nicola Valley Rail- 
way Company shall be located ; thence 
to the town of Princeton, and thence by 
way of Siulilkameen River as far at miy be 
deemed advisable in a southerly direction 10 
Osoyoos Luke; also from a point near the 
junction of the company's railway with the 
Nicola Valley Railwuy Company's terminus 
ut Nicola, in a northerly direction past 
Nicola and Stump Lake to the South 
Thompson River, at some point to the east- 
ward of K.ndoops." 

Mr. Sword was opposed to the amend- 
ment. He wus not prepared to stand by 
the promises of any railway men, 
and thought both hills should be al- 
lowed to pass, in which event the company 
that was best prepared would lie in u posi- 
tion to bui d the road. 

Mb. Croft held that the Nicola, Kam- 
loops & Similkumeen railway was no more 
likely to be built than was the Nicola Val- 
ley line. Ho? h roads tfeptnded for success 
on the discovery of coal, and there was no 
necessity lor incorporating two companies. 

Messrs. Hall, and Booth supported the 
present bill. 

Mr. SemhN moved that the said 
amendment be amended by add- 
ing tin n to the following words: — 
"and thence to the town of Kam- 
loops; and also full power and authority to 
construct, c mpletc, lease, purchase, and 
operate a lailwuy from a point at or near 
.Spcnce's Bridge to a point, at or near the 
western extremity of Nicola Luke: Pro- 
vided that the power hereby conferred on 
the company to build that portion of their 
lino lying hi twcin Spence'a Bridge and the 
junction of the Coldwater with the Nicola 
river shall not he exercised until three years 
after the passage ot this Act, unless in the 
meanwhile the Nicola Valley Railway com- 
cany elect not. to proceed with the con- 
struction of their railway." He took the 
ground that opposition was the lifeof trade 
and that tiie more railway accommodations 
there was provided the better. He emphat- 
ically di nied that the scheme was 
of. a blackmailing character, most of the 
men connected with it being of the highest 
standing. By granting several charters the 
greater was the presumption that a road 
would be built. The people whose inter- 
ests were affected by tln se companies \\ouid 
not in sir h ov. nt beat the mercy of one 
company, which was possessed of exclusive 
powers. 

Col. BAKER held that all possible railway 
facilities hould lie afforded, but that every 
provision be taken aguinst duplicating lines 
or of making it possible for one road to 
blackmail another. This company had an 
alternative route, which they might adopt, 
but he o'>j«eied to their being allowed to 
bui d — which appeared to be their Bole in- 
tention— the tifty miles of road covered in 
the charter ot the other company. It was 
not possible for the Nicola Valley road to 
blackmail the Nicola, ICamloops and Simil- 
kameeu R. R., but it was possible for the 
latter to blackmail the former. 

Hon. Mb. Robson said that, looking at 
the present scheme in a carelul manner, it 
appeared like a wildcat While the Nicola 
Vail y Rtilway company hail c ine in a 
stiaightforward manner and had stated that 
the consti notion of the road would material 
ly dep. nd upon tho satisfactory develop- 
ment of the coal measures, and had asked 
for time during which to ascertain their 
extent, the promoters of this road 
were loud in their professions that there 
were no conditions of a similar kind on 
their part, it could not hut be manifest that 
both roads were depending upon those coal 
beds. It. had been pointed out by the 
junior member for Yale th.it among those 
interested in the Nicola, Kumloops & Sin.il- 
kumeen R.B. wore Mr. Hamilton Merritt 
and Mr. Sandford Fleming. Now Mr. 
Merritt was well known to be very much 
interest! d in wild cat ventures, while in- 
stead of it being Mr. S.iuford Fleming who 
was concerned it was a son of his, the liny 
Fleming. Besides it very often hupp ind 
that prominent people, in a good natmvd 

way, lent to enterprises the use of their 
names. These mimes were not always a 
guaranteoof the soundness of any enter- 
prise. He would repeat that neither en- 
terprise would lie likely to be carried out 
unless there were developments of conl or 
something else, it wus true, as the junior 
moinber lor Vnle had mi id, that generally 
Speaking opposition was the life 
of trade, that was in the event 
of the competitors having ample capi- 
tal. Bui \ionld anyone say that 
cither of these companies had the mces-ary 
finuneitl resources ? Both of them would 
be obliged to go upon the money market for 

funds. Company No. 1 wou'd go upon the 

market, and lie f illowed by No. 'J. At once 
capitil would take alarm, " hero are two 
purchases, both almost identical, we won't 
touch either. There is something wrong 
in the 1 cduuing," they would say, or "i 
has a most enthusiastic and reckless com- 
petitor. " The icMilt would be that with 
one charter hanging over the other, neither 
charter would be operated. This company 
has an alternative route, which, if it were 
not taken, both companies wou'd be injured. 
It oidv proposed, it would seem to build 
the fifty miles that were provided for by tin- 
other company. If No. '2 would put up a 
Bubxtiutl.il guarantee that it would eon- 
struct and operate its road within time, it 
would be all very wo'l ; but it would five 
no guarantee beyond the fifty miles already 



provided for. It would, he considered, bo 
an act of injustice to give a second charter 
under conditions like these. 

Mr. SwoRD denied that it was possible 
to substantiate the charge of blackmailing, 
lie pointed out that the present company 
had equally us much at sUlic as the other 
one, and therefore they ought to havo the 
fair treatment which they sought. 

Mr. MARTIN said that Mr. Sword know- 
nothing ot the enterprise which ho was ad- 
vocating. In fact, some one had been stuff: 
ing him. Indeed, the petition for the bill, 
and the bill itself, had hei n handed from 
one member to another, and he congratu- 
lated the member, who wus responsible for 
the bill, on the manner in which he was 
slicking to it. Hon. gentlemen hud said 
that there were large coal lands to be 
r< ached, but it was well that members 
should know that the coal lands, belonging 
to one of the gentlemen w ho was promoting 
this company, had been handed to the other 
He would not object to this company if it 
adopted its alternative route, but he was 
in t prepared to sanction the present pro- 
posal. 

Hon. Mr. Davis: said that the policy of 
the Ottawa parliament was to prevent the 
parallelling of lines, and inasmuch as this 
was a parallel road, ho should object to the 
passage of l lie bill. 

Hon. Mr. Vehnon opposed the hill, be- 
cause it would naturally piejudice the other 
company and be productive of no good. 

Alter further discussion, Section '.i was 
was struck out and Mr. Martin's amend- 
ment was substituted for it. 

The bill finally passed committee and was 
ordered to be reported with amendments. 

On tho oider to go into committee on the 

WESTMINSTER ENABLING BILL, 

Mn. Martin drew attention to the ruling 
of Mr. Speaker, a few days ngo, that this 
could not be gone on with as a private bill, 
but that it m ght be proceeded with as " a 
hybrid," the procedure in connection with 
which, as laid done by the authorities, had 
not been complied with. He submitted the 
point for the Speaker's decision. 

Mh. SPEAKER said he had considered this 
matter fully, and had no intention of amend- 
ine or revising his decision. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE reviewed the history of 
procedure in connection with this bill, 
which was strenuously opposed by many 
persons whose interests would be vitally af- 
fected by it. He had found out, on inquiry, 
that he bad been, unwittingly, the instru- 
ment of bringing in a bill that seriously 
prejudiced private lights. He now found 
that this same bill, without alteration, 
had been brought out by another member. 
The Private Bills committee hid recom- 
mended that the bill be altered and amend- 
ed, so as to provide against illegal outlay in 
the future, and to prevent the corporation 
cany ing on electric lighting, but this order 
had not been complied with. He entirely 
disowned the bill which was now before the 
House, subject to all the objections made 
by the Private Pulls committo. 

Mr. Booth said the bill was down in his 
nan e, and he would take charge of it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the lull must be re- 
constituted in the way recommended by 
committee. He had, he must say, narrowly 
escaped being the means of doing an iu- 
justic to certain parties. He had Ken 
assured that everything was ad right, and 
on that a-surance he had taken charge of 
the measure, which any other member of 
the House would have done under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Brown denied ill tolo every one of 
the statements of the Attorney-General. 
The bill did not interfere with private 
lights. There was less than a quarter of a 
million dollurB worth of property affected 
by it, and the reason of the opposition to the 
bill was that certain private partieswished to 
do the lighting which the people had decid- 
ed the city should do. He explained that 
the expend tin os that were to be confirmed 
Mere sanctioned by nine-tenths of the rate- 
payers. He did not know how the name of 
the member for the Islands had been placed 
on the bill, but presumed that the A'toiney- 
General hud put it there. He referred to 
the recommendations suggested by the Pri- 
vate Bills Committee Tin y w ere very sim- 
ple and it had been proposed to in so 1 1 tin m 
in ci mmittee. He had been assured, at 
Westminster, that those who opposed the 
hi 1 would bo satisfied with the bill, if the 
amendments suggested by the Private Bills 
Committee were inserted. He mentioned 
the right of the coi potation of New West- 
minster to do private lightinc, it being a 
huge amount of power, ($500 or $600 a 
month), doing nothing. There were no pri- 
vate rights infringed upon. Indeed, an 
agreement had been entered into with the 
(ins Company, to whom $600 had been paid. 
Mr. Brown proceeded to re id a lurgeatnount 
of correspondence which had taken place < n 
the subject, also resolutions showing that 
the council and the cit izens favored tho 
idea of the corporation having their 
own water and lighting. As to 
the matter ot so called illegal contracts 
Mr. Corbould, the city attorney, had dis- 
tinctly declared that the corporation did 
not desire to be whitewashed, all th .t was 
desired was to have the power to tike the 
sense of the citizens upon the subject. Ho 
went on to criticize the objectors to the 
Bill, holding that inasmuch as the right to 
light towns had been given to other munici- 
palities they could not in justice he denied 
to the city of New Westminster. The Bill, 
as it had been approved in principle by this 
House, was again before it, and he, as he 
h id said, was awaiting the opportunity to 
introduce the amendments recommended by 
the Private Hills Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven could not understand 
how this Bill had again found its way upon 
the Orders of tho House. The whole of the 
proceedings had, in bis opinion, been irregu- 
lar. This Hill was tin- identical one which 
had been considered by the Private Bills 
Committee. 

Mr. Hunter having asked a number of 
questions us to the procedure in connection 
with this Bill and its regularity. 

Hon. Mr. PoiiLEV suggested that the 
member for New Westminster should place 
his proposed amendments on the order 
paper, after which the Bill might como up 
tor further consideration. 

Dr. Milne cited tho agreement entered 
into between the City and the Gas company, 
saving thut the latter had not surrendered 
all its rights for the Hum ot .«(i00, and hold- 
ing that the corporation were trying in 
every way to prejudice its interests. They 
had, with this object in view, entered into 
expenditures of over $100,000, without ob 
taming the sanction of the people. Th 
object of this Bill was to w hitewash tin 
o irporatinn, of w hich material there was 
not sufficient in that city. There was an 
Injunction against the city, on account of 
the forty business, and it was but propel 
that all these matters should be brought t 
light. He concluded by referring lo the 
way in wbioh the parentage of this Bill hail 
been disclaimed, saying that it was a bas- 
tard Bill and should be treated us such. 

Mr Booth Bald he did not know how his 
name had been connected with llio Bill, but 
he w.is prepared to support it. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said tho course pro- 
posed by the President of the Council was 
the only one that cou'd be adopted. Tin 
Housu was not. in a position to go into com 
mittec. The Municipality Act did not 
apply to New Westminster. They were 
Continued on Seventh Page.

DALEY IS FREE. 



After B3imr Kept In Jail for Sil Months, He 
Is No', P t Upon His Trial. 

James John Daley, who was arrested last 
November upon a charge of bigamy, und 
has been confined in jail ever since, awaiting 
trial on that indictment, appeared before 
Mr. Justice Drake in the Speedy Trials 
Court yesterday afternoon, and in reply to 
the question of the court, " Are you guilty 
or not guilty," said firmly, though quietly, 
" Not guilty." 

Mr. S. Perry .Mills appeared for the pris- 
oner. 

As soon as the plea was recorded, Mr. J. 
P. Walls, representing the prosecution, 
announced that, he had been instructed by 
the Attorney-General to enter a no//e 
prosequi. Mr. Mills accordingly moved for 
the discbarge of the prisoner, and the order 
was so made. 

This method of disposing of his case docs 
not suit Daley, nor does it suit the puhlic, 
if street expressions of opinion are any 
guide. When Daley was arrested, aud the 
statement was made that he had a wife, 
whom he deserted, living in Now Zealand, 
it wus also said that this woman was in 
wretched circumstances, but would come to 
Victoria to prosecute, if someone would 
pay her expenses. The expenses were 
provided for, and then it was an- 
nounced that the woman had decided 
not to leave home. Then a commission to 
take the evidence was suggested, and after 
this it was announced that the alleged Mrs. 
Daley No. 1, would give no evidence in uny 
form. The whole case upon which the un- 
fortunate man has been confined as a priso- 
ner for about six months, is made up of 
statements contained in letters from a per- 
son who, he says, never had any etistcnoe, 
and which have not been substantiated 
either upon affidavit or in tho evidence of 
witnesses. The result of the long pending 
action, while releasing Daley from jail, does 
not free his name from the stigma attached 
to it by his arrest. Not having been given 
a trial, ho has not had the opportunity to 
prove his innocence. The majority of those 
heard speaking about the case, agree that if 
Daley was the guilty man he was said to be, 
the prosecution should have been pushed; if 
ho was not guilty, be deserved to be honor- 
ably discharged, even though such acquittal 
would not restore to him his business which 
he lost by his arrest.

WORK ON THE GREAT NORTHERN. 

Three Thousand Men Will Soon lie Bisy in 
tho Kootenai' Country. 

The Spokane 'Review says : Cyrus R. 
Burns, of the firm of Burns & Chapman, 
contractors for the building of the Great 
Northern Railroad, stated to a Review re- 
porter yesterday that at the preaont timo 
there are only about 300 moil at work. 
"About tie first of May wc will hnvo about 
3,000 men nt work along the line," contin- 
ued Mr. Burns. "A few d -ys ago we sub- 
contracted about 20 miles of the road, and 
in a few days many more miles will be sub- 
let. At present there ure many men idle, 
owing to the various contractors failing to 
clear the right-of-way so that the work of 
grading can go on. 

" The work of building the road is being 
done as rapidly as possible, and unlosi s ime 
unforeseen accident ccmrs the load will bo 
finished at the time specified in tho con- 
t:act. J usf as soon as the right-of-way ha? 
been cleared a largo force of men will be 
put to work grading the road, which will be 
hurried as. fast as possible.'' When usked 
how the road would enter Spokane, Mr. 
Hums stated that he did not know. 

"The report that the Great Northern will 
enter Spokane by way of the Little Spok- 
ane," s lid one of 1 lie engineers yesterday, 
"will undoubtedly prove correct. The 
work of surveying the road to tho nriiith of 
the Little Spokane was completed Wednes- 
day afternoon, and we will now remove our 
cnmp.to Chattaroy." From information 
gathered elsewhere it was learned that 
Chattaroy was as far as the Great Northern 
would extend at present, the entry in Spok- 
ane from that place being made over the 
Spokane & Northern road.

FREE SPEECH. 

We do not think that the Times is wise 
when it bases an argument upon the wording 
of a loosely written telegram. We are 
quite sure that when full accounts of the 
trial and conviction of the Socretaiy'of the 
Sailors and Firemen's Union reach its it will 
bo seen that he has not been punished for 
using " moral suasion." Liberty of speech 
is so highly prized in Great Britain and so 
freely exercised, that no man, no matter 
who he muy be, is likely to be punished for 
endeavoring, in a proper w ay and at a pro- 
per time, to convince otheis that ho is right 
and to persuade them to adopt his views. 
There is a time, as the Wise Man says, for 
all things, and there is u time when even 
moral suasion is out of place. If, for in- 
stance, some moral reformer went into the 
Times otlice when the men were busy and 
began to use moral Buasion to prevail upon 
them to abandon their evil ways and to lead 
new lives, we are very much afraid that the 
foreman, with the full approbation of the 
managing editor, would civilly inform the 
missionary that, tho men had something else 
to do just then thnn to listen to his talk, 
however, edifying it might be under ot her cir- 
cumstances. If the man, when lie found 
himself on the street, denounced the lore- 
man as n tyrant, who would not allow the 
men liberty of conscience or him liberty 
of speech, he would be regarded 
by all wdio heard him as an 
amiable luuatie or a downright fool. 
When all the truth is known our contim- 
porary may be certain that the British judge 
who tried Mr. Wilson, did not attempt to 
place any restraint upon freedom of speech 
or liberty of the pi ess. 

Does our contemporary attempt to justify 
the boycott on the ground that monopolists 
are permitted to combine to raise prices '! 
We should like to see the reasoning by 
which it arrives at that conclusion. Clans 
Speckols, in the United States, is permitted 
by the laws of the Republic to keep up the 
pried of sugar, therefore it is right for Mr. 
Tully Boyce to go to San Francisco to stop 
the sulo of British Columbia coal. There is, 
as every one sees, a pretty wide space be- 
tween the premise and the conclusion. How 
is that space to be filled in! How are two 
propositions .so far apart to be connected? 
There is an axiom which meets the case, and 
we are Bin prised that it did not occur toour 
contemporary. It is common and it is sim- 
ple, but it contains a great deal of truth ap- 
plicable to this case as to many others, 
is, " two wrongs do not make one right. 



/MI-HOVE/) IN TONE. 

Some Canadian journalists seem 
imagine that when they violently scold 
those who h ive offended them they hav< 
done them an injury. In their opinion, tlu 
shortest and the easiest way to demolish in 
opponent is to pelt him with abusivt 
epithets and to say all manner of disparug 
ing things about him without taking time if 
consider whether or not they aro true or in 
any respect applicable. The editor of 
Harper's Magazine must have had one of 
these vixenish newspaper men in his eye 
when be wrote tho following passage : 

"A newspaper gains neither character nor 
influence by abandoning good manners. It 
may indeed make itself disagreeable and 
annoying, and so silence opposition, as A 
polecat may effectually close the woodpath 
which you had designed to take. It may bo 
feared, and in the seme way as that animal 
— feared and despised, But this effect must 

not be confounded with newspaper power 
and influence. It is exceedingly annoying, 
undoubtedly, to be placarded all over town 
as ti liar or a donkey, a hypocrite or a 
sneak-thief But although the effect is most 
unpleasant, very little ability is required to 
produce it. A little paper und printing, o 
little paste, a gnat di al of malice, and a 
hoit of bill-stickers, are all that are needed, 
and even the pecuniary cost is not Urge 
The effect is produced, but it does not show- 
ability or force or influence upon the part of 
its producer " 

We aro glad to see that in British Colum- 
bia this style of journalism is getting out < f 
fashion. Editors have so frequently seen 
that their blood and thunder articles have 
done no one but themselves any harm, that 
they have adopted more rational methods, 
and a more courteous maimer. This is a 
great improvement, and we have reason lo 
know that it is appreciated by the news 
paper-reading public.

The efforts that some men, calling them- 
selves Liberals, have made and are making 
to prevent the Domiuiou Government nego- 
tiating a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States are unceasing.

-I DISCONTENTED COLON V. 

It is fortunate that the Colony of New- 
foundland is weak. If it contained one or 
two millions of inhabitants it would, in all 
probability, be to day in open rebellion. 
The discontent in that colony is so intense 
that, judging by the expressions of indig- 
nation and dissatisfaction ei ntained in iti 
newspapers, it is only the consciousness of 
their helplessness that prevents them at- 
tempting, with arms in their hands, to 
throw off their allegiance to Great Britain. 
As it. is, we see that numbers of them 
threaten to join the United States, if the 
grievan^ps they complain of are not re- 
dressed. 

The indignation which the Newfound- 
landers feel is natural, and there are good 
grounds for their discontent. But Great 
Britain is, with respect to that colony, in 
an exceedingly delicate and perplexing 
position. 

More than two hundred and fifty years 
ago France was allowed, by treaty, fishing 
privileges on part of the Coast of New- 
foundland. The treaty itself gave the 
foreigners a foothold in tho country, but 
their rights would not, have been extensive 
or troublesome if the Government of Great 
Britain did not voluntarily Interpret it in 
such a way, and enact laws to enforce ii, so 
framed, as greatly to extend thus.' 
rights, or rather to make it exceedingly un- 
certain to decide how far they extended. 
The treaty merely allowed the French lo 
fish in the territorial waters, and gave tin in 
full liberty to cure and dry their fish on the 
land. But the privilege of permanent settle- 
ment was denied thorn. The declaration 
afterwards issued by the Government of 
Great Britian for the purpose of preventing 
English and French fishermen quarelling 
about their respective rights, stated that — 

" His Britannic Majesty will take the 
most positive inea-ures lor preventing Ins 
subjects from interrupting in manner, bp 
their competition, the fishing of the French 
during the tenipoiary exercise of it, which 
granted to them upon the coast of New- 
foundland ; but be will for this purpose 
rami: I In JiX'il settlaiu nt* which shall he 
formed to be removed. The method of carry- 
ing on thu fishery which ha* at all linn * 
been acknowledged shall be the plan on 
which the fishery shall be carried on there. 
It shall not bo deviated from by either 
party." 

It is not surprising, with this as the 
British interpretation of the treaty, that 
the French should, in the course of time, 
come to regard the part of the coast on 
which they were permitted to exercise 
treaty privileges, as their exclusive pro- 
perty for the purpose of cirryingon the fish- 
ery. They were confirmed in this idea by a 
law enacted for the due enforcement of the 
treaty by the British Parliament in which 
tho language of the Pc duration relative to 
tho 'competition' by llritisli subjects — one 
removal of permanent establishments wen 
repeated. This law, which, through inadvor 
tence, was allowed to expire, and which ii 
to be replaced by the bill now before 1'arlia 
mont, is described us follows by the St, 
John's daily Colonist. 

" As our readers are aware, this Act WOI 
allowed to become extinct. Bofor 
ceased to bo law, in 1S71, its mai 
ions had, by the force of time and 
l lenient of the wost and north-eastern coasts, 
become a dead letter. To revive it, now 

would be an anachronism. It would give 

nwul officers on the SO called French shore 
almost as much p >wer us the old Fishing 
Admiral had, whose rule we had thought 
had passed away forever in the enlighten- 
ment ant) liberty of the nineteenth century. 
They would have power to take life anil 
destroy property without judge or jury. 
The people from Cape Hay to Cape John 
would be at, the mercy of any naval despot 
who might he sent here by the Coercionists 

in the Colonial office," 

The French do not seem to liuvc been 
allowed quiot and poaccublo possession of 



tho rights they claimed. There were con 
tinual quarrels between them ami tho New- 
f uiudlanders, which the Imperial author- 
ities found it very difficult to settle. 

They claim exclusive right to fish on 
what is called the French shore, and have 
denied the light of British subjects to make 
permanent settlements there. They also 
claim that their right to fish gives them the 
right to catch and can lobsters. Great 
Britain, of course, contests both these 
claims, but as tho Government of France 
insists upon them the British Government 
must settle the dispute in tho best way it 
can. Negotiations to that end have been 
going on for some time, and the French 
have after much delay agreed to submit the 
claim to catch and pack lobsters to arbitra- 
tion. This did not by any means satisfy 
the people of Newfoundland. They were 
angry because all the claims of the French 
were not to be arbitrated upon. Many of 
them thought that to pick out the lobster 
claim for settlement by arbitration was 
equivalent to admitting the validity 
of the other claims. This, of course, 
was not the case, but an angry 
and excited people Seldom reason logi- 
cally. They declare that the assump- 
tion of power, on the part of the Imperial 
Parliament, to legislate on Newfoundland 
matters, is a violation of the agreement 
made with I he Colony, when the power of 
self-government was extended to it. The 
reply to this is, that the obligations of the 
Treaty were incurred centuries before self- 
government was granted lo the colony, and 
that they took the province subject to those 
obligations. Faith must be kept with 
foreign nations, and if Newfoundland re- 
fuses or neg'eets to enact the laws required 
to enforce the treaty, then Great Britain 
has no choico but to enact them herself. 

We have not seen what answer tho New- 
foundlanders havo made to this argument. 
Wo strongly suspect that it is unanswerable. 
The difficulty remains unsettled, and the 
Newfoundlanders aro as angry as ever, or 
rather a little angrier. They have a fresh 
cause of discontent. They applied for 
and received leave to negotiate a treaty of 
reciprocity with the United States. Mr. Bond 
was sent there and his mission as far as 
Newfoundland was concerned was SUCCCS 
ful. He made an arrangement with Seer 
tary Blaine which was considered advanti 
geous both to Newfoundlundand the United 
Slates. Here Canada stepped in and pro 
tested against Newfoundland being permit 
ted to make a separate arrangement, with 
the United States. 

The Colonial Minister considered the Do- 
minion's protest reasonable and withheld 
tho Imperial Government's consent from 
Mr. Bond's little treaty. This greatly dis- 
p'cascd the Newfoundlanders who had, not 
unreasonably, concluded that the permission 
to treat with the United States involved the 
allowance of any reasonable arrangement 
that might be nude. Canadians then be- 
came iho objects of the indignation of th l 
d ssutislied Newfoundlanders, and it was 
not long before they showed that they i e- 
sented Canada's interference in their affairs 
by treating Canadians, in the matter of 
bait, as foreigners. This is not pleasant, 
but allowance should be made for the irrita- 
tion and acerbity consequent upon a long 
period of unsuccessful agitation, and a 
Scries of bitter disappointments.

AT THE Y. M. C. A- 

Second Scientific lecture by itev. Pcrclval 
Jeniif, bust Evening. 

Last evening Mr. J onus gave his second 
lecture before the above association, on 
" Celestial Chemistry. " The foi hit one 
was upon the Sun and this upon the planets. 
He began by reminding his audience of tho 
condition in which the elements occur in 
the atmosphere of the sun. A condition of 
such intense heat that chemical affinity has 
no power to enable them to combine. That 
in this condition, liny are revealed to us 
through the spectroscope, end identified by 
experiments in the laboratory. In an en- 
deavor to ascertain the composition of the 
planets, a wholly different plan hns to bo 
adopted. Fortunately for us foreign 
bodies called, respectively, carbonaceous, 
meteors, siderites, aerolites and sidcrolttes, 
coining fiom very remote regions of space, 
are constantly being drawn to our earth, 
which we can analyse. They are prove I to 
be almost identical with the last of meteors 
found in the ntmo-phere of the sun. 

The lecturer next proceeded, by experi- 
ments, to illustrate the difference between 
the metalloids und metals, and drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the former possess the 
least weight. That though the earth is 
very heuvy its crust is formed almost 
entirely of metalloids from which 
we must infer that the interior is 
largely composed of nie'als. The mithod 
of weighing the earth was next dealt w ith, 
and it was found to weight f>,H42 trillions of 
tons, being about 54 times as heavy us if 
formed of water. 'I his holds with all the 
interior planets But when we como to the 
exterior planets, tine is to Jupiter, Satutn, 
Ura us and Neptune, a, wholly different 
state of things is found. 1 hey aieonly 
the weight of water, and their satellites 
are fifth of that. The nebular hypothesis 
of Kant and Lepkee was now brought into 
requisition to account for this singular fact. 
By experiments relating to centrifugal force 
it was shown how on coaling of a nebula 
the metelloids would first be cast off us 
gravity would have the least hold upon 
them. Tin n they would form a ring, 
which, in its turn, would break up and 
form a planet, and this planet by contrac- 
tion form lings like those of Saturn, and 
these rings, by breaking, form satellites. 
Thai the earth and interior planets, being 
cast ofT later, in time would be largely com- 
posed of nvtuls, and from the same cause 
the metalloids would be found upon the sur- 
face. Finally, the sun, with its> enormous 
atmosphere, half a million miles deip, 
would be almost exclusively metals, though 
in a state of dissociation, owing to the in- 
tense heat.

tic economy. The association has, within 
the last few months made a distinct step in 
advance by publishing a magazine connected 
with its work ; the first number of "Onwa 
and Upward " appeared in December, at 
it is now issued monthly, edited by the 
Countess of Aberdeen, who is as 
sisted by various well-known contributors 
The children's part is edited by 
Lady Marjorie Gordon, the daughter of 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen. Already th 
magazine has a very wide circulation — th 
number distributed in January being 
thirty thousand ; it is, therefore, evidently 
read, not only by members of the associa- 
tion, but by many others not directly con- 
nected with it, although interested in its 
objects. Lady Aberdeen is anxious to 
secure u circulation for t he magazine in tho 
different parts of Canada, and is in commu- 
nication with publishers in the various pro- 
vinces upon the subject. Tho subscription 
is 50 cents a year, including postage, and it 
is believed that the publication only re- 
quires to be made known to secure a good 
demand for it.

governed by their own Act, which provided 
that while the corporation might supply 
gas, electric lighting, & c -> tlle y wur0 1101 to 
piejudice vested rights. 

Mk. Martin contended that the action 
of thu private hills committee had been cor- 
rect. That committee had recommended 
certain amendments which aught to have 
been introduced. Before that report had 
been made a great amount of evidence had 
been taken. He was inclined to think that 
it wus no uso giving charters and powers to 
corporations if they undertook to violate 
their provisions and then como hero for 
indemnification. 

Mil. Hu.NTKlt contended that before the 
bill could he proceeded with the evidence 
which had been taken before the private 
bills committee should be printed for the 
uso of thu llou&c. Ho drew attention to 
certain inaccuracies in the evidence taken 
before the committee and said he should be 
happy to support ihc bill. 

Mr. BROWN said he would ho prepared 
to accept the suggestion of the President of 
the Council, 

Mr EbERTS did not think the House 
would he prepared to have such a hill passed 
as the present one. Where were the amend- 
ments recommended? 

Hon. Mk. BeaVEN pointed out the irreg- 
ularity which had characterized everything 
in connection with this bill which ask- d 
favors which lie was sure this House would 
not grant.

The House went into committee on the 
Toad Mountain mid Nelson Tramway Com- 
pany's Bill, Mr. Stoddart in the chair.

The House adjourned at 11:40 p.m. 

MOURNING FOR WATERMAN. 

Flags In San Jose at Half-Mast— Preparations 
far the Funeral. 

San Diecio, Oil., April 13. — The city 
showed many visible signs of mourning to- 
day over the death of ex. Governor Water- 
man. The flags on the courthouse, city 
hall and private buildings were Hying at, 
half-mast, and the Superior Court adjourned 
out of respect to the dead. Funeral ser- 
vices will tie held at the residence at 2.30 
to-morrow afternoon, and will be as simple 
as possible.
